The Big Game Is Yet to Come 


HE NEW RUBBER POOL 

Philanthropy may have actuated the 
capitalists who have formed the new Amer- 
ican rubber pool, whose leader announces 
that it has been organized “for the benefit 
of the American consumer.” But there 
will be those captious people who will ven- 
ture to presume that, incidentally at least, 
the members of the combination bope to 
reap a little benefit for themselves. The 
dear public, for whose protection they are 
so much concerned, has become quite ac 
customed to announcements of this kind 
and fully appreciates whatever public—and 
private—spirit actuates them, but it is not 
led wholly astray by these benevolent mod- 
ern catchwords. 

All cavil aside, however, the rubber men 
will have done a big thing for the Amer- 
ican tire buyers if they manage to break 
Great Britain's stranglehold on the rubber 
market, and they must be credited with . 
cellent intentions, if not with philanthropy. 
Secretary of Commerce Hoover has done 
his best to curtail the power of the British 
rubber producers who have been merciless 
in their demand for extortionate prices for 
their product, but unfortunately that best 
has not been quite potent enough to bring 
about the desired relief. The Secretary's 
rubber reclamation plan had its effect up- 
on the market, but it was not to be ex- 
pected that it would break British control 
of it. Everybody in the rubber business 
knows that to make new tires out of old 
ones is merely to lessen the quality of the 
product. The life of a tire made of re- 
claimed rubber, in many cases, is not half 
that of a tire made of pure, fresh rubber. 

It is estimated that the new syndicate 
has a purchasing power of about 60,000 
tons of rubber. As this is about one-sixth 
of the quantity used annually in this coun- 
try, now consuming 75 per cent of the 
world’s supply, the actual control of that 
much rubber topnage by Americans would 
make a big dent in the British monopoly 
and is expected to lead to the eventual 
breaking of the corner. 

Of course the best way for American 
manufacturers to get the supply in their 
own hands is to plant rubber trees of their 
own, which is being done in the Philip- 
pines. But in the long period that must 
elapse before our product is ready for the 
market we must continue to depend very 
largely upon imports from the Malaysian 
Peninsula and other fields controlled by 
the British. 

They have been saying in England that 
Americans have no just cause for complaint 
about rubber prices, which were elevated 
because of the high export taxes, as these 
taxes help Britain to pay her war indebt- 
edness to us. They must consider that we 
are very innocent H we do not see that 
this plan saddles a part of that war debt 
upon America. Had it been realized that 
Britain would turn about and try to tax 
us to pay ber war obligations it is improb- 
able that we should have loaned her those 
billions. In this matter her policy has been 
a short-sighted one. Could Britain reason- 
ably expect that the American user of tires 
would pay as high as 42 per cent tax to 
her without protest? Not so. And yet, al- 
though Secretary Hoover gave the British 
to understand that they must look to an- 
other field besides America in planning ex- 
tortionate means whereby to settle their 
war indebtedness, the extortion has con- 
tinued. 

The laudable move by our manufacturers 
to buy a price-controlling volume of crade 
rubber is a shrewd American plan to com- 
bat the artificial influence brought to bear 
to control prices. It is certainly to the 
credit of our capitalists that, after the fail- 
ure of Congress to devise an effective plan 
for stabilizing rubber prices, they have es 
tablished a strong agency for accomplish- 
ing this highly beneficial result. And 
whether or not the spirit of philanthropy 
has actuated the members of the pool, the 
public is bound to feel no little sense of 
gratitude to them for the decisive step they 
have taken.

STEEL HOUSES 


The great expense of building, 
principally the result of abnormal- 
ly bigh wages in the building 
trades, has, especially in England, 
conduced to resorting to steel in 
lieu of brick and wood as build- 
ing material for residences. A 
few years ago the Duke of Athol, 
ship-building 
Clyde (where for- 
merly no dearth of employment 
was known) conceived the plan of 
employing metal workers (who 
were expert at constructing steel 
deck houses) for the building of 
steel houses on land. Due to a 
slump in the ship-building busi- 
ness, causing much unemployment, 
the wages of metal workers were 
much lower than those of building- 
mechanics. And thus the 
construction of steel buildings, 
not requiring highly paid carpen- 
masons, was consider- 
ably cheaper than brick or wood- 
More especially in 
Scotland, where the need of houses 
was great, this innovation was at 
The idle ship 
workers were given employment 
at their trade on shore. And those 
in need of houses could procure 
them at a more reasonable cost 
than was possible in former years.
